School Committee discussion of the 
planned Doherty School opening this fall 
broke down into questioning over the differ- 
ence between middle school/junior high 
school philosophy and whether both junior 


highs in town would offer the same type of | 


educational program. 

One person in the Tuesday night audience 
likened the situation to the townwide dis- 
agreement over the traditional/contempo- 
rary program breakdown, and the labelling 
problem that has resulted. 

School administrators, including Dr. 
Richard McGrail, school building project 
coordinator, outlined to the school commit- 
tee certain teaching concepts, such as tea- 
ming and flexible scheduling, that could be 
stressed with the opening of the Doherty. 

But before schoolmen finished discussing 
the ideas, consistency of service within 
both of the town’s junior highs became an 


issue; philosophical differences between 
middle schools and junior high schools were 
being questioned; some schoolmen took a 
stand on what to name the Doherty (middle 
or junior high); and some committeemen 
and administrators worried that matters 
questioned that evening may have dimin- 
ished the excitement of opening the new 
Doherty. 

Schoolman Susan Poore, who stressed the 
importance of program consistency, 
claimed her comments were not intended 
as ‘‘pouring water’’ over the excitement 

‘‘However, in my jubilation and excite- 
ment,’’ she said, “I try to not lose my 
head.” 

Poore wanted the teaching concepts as 
presented to the committee implemented 
as a pilot program at the Doherty, with 
goals and objectives established and a re-

The Communication Training Program of the 
Andover Peer Counseling Project, Andover Public 
Schools, has had its final training session for the 
1981-82 school year. Training was completed during 
a two-day overnight training retreat at the Rolling 
Ridge Conference Center in North Andover on May 
16-17 

The Andover Peer Counseling Project offers its 
training program to all high school students at 
Andover High School (grades 10-12) whether or not 
they desire to become Peer Counselors. Approxi- 
matley one out of every 10 students in the -high 
school has completed the training program. 

Students are assigned to training groups consist- 
ing of eight to 12 other trainees on the basis of free 
periods and grade and sex distributions. These 
students meet in their small training groups for 15 
weeks (approximately one semester) for one 50- 
minute period each week. In addition to these 15 
weekly meetings, all students in training (all of the 
individual training groups) meet together outside of 
school for two six-hour training field trips as well 
as for the two-day overnight training retreat at the 
Rolling Ridge Conference Center. 

Communication Training consists of four major 
components: 1. Group Trust Building; 2. Personal 
Growth/Human Relations (including sections on 
self-worth, loneliness and decision making), 3. Top- 
ical Issues (drug and alcohol use and abuse, family 
communication and dynamics and separation and

Skills 

The 15 weekly training sessions have been devel- 
oped by the Peer Counseling Project staff utilizing 
and adapting previously existing materials as well 
as by developing new materials designed specifical- 
ly for the course. Training is facilitated by the Peer 
Counseling poject director, Robert Stern, and the 
director of Outreach services, Mimi Weisberg, in 
conjunction with guest speakers (during the field 
trips) and trained Peer Counselors. The Peer Coun- 
selors involved in Communication Training act as 
role models, lead two of the sessions without staff 
and have video-taped demonstration role-plays of 
the various communication skills. 

At the completion of the training, participating 
students were asked to describe training and how 
they feel about it.

About Our People 


Into A Perfect Pastime 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Karen Borden has never been content to 
just sit still. Since she was a small girl, she 
has always had a hobby: knitting, crochet- 
ing, sewing, pottery, oil painting, cake dec- 
orating. 

“With all those things, I always needed 


more instruction, or a kiln, or I had to go a 


somewhere to do it. There was always 
something handicapping me,”’ the Ballard- 
vale Road resident explains. 

Her search for the perfect pastime ended 
five years ago, when she discovered weav- 
ing. ‘‘With this weaving, I think I’ve finally 
found my place.”’ 

Karen Borden has a gentle manner and 
speaks softly, with traces of a German 
accent. (Born in Germany, she was raised 
in Brazil, and moved to this country 20 
years ago.) 

She learned to weave ‘‘five or six years 
ago,’ when she and a group of friends took 
a weaving class offered by Andover’s Com- 
munity Services department. The instruc- 
tor, Gail Caruso, was ‘‘wonderful — young 
and enthusiastic,’ and when the course 
ended, Mrs. Borden and her friends per- 
suaded fier to give them private lessons 

Karen started out with a small table 
loom, a Christmas gift from her husband, 
Robert, who is a technical editor for Itek 
Corp. As her interest in weaving grew, so 
did her looms: She “‘graduated’”’ to a porta- 
ble floor loom, and finally to a 36-inch 

“jack” loom, the on® she uses today. 

She advises would-be weavers to learn 
something about the craft before investing 
in a loom (‘‘There are a lot of looms — 
ing around in closets in this town!’’), and 
then to start small with a modest table 
loom (‘‘A big loom like this can be intim- 
idating.’’) 

She works in a small, sunny den she 
Shares with her husband, her loom filling 
half the room and his desk the other half. 
The mother of Stephen, 12, and Jennifer, 10, 
both students at St. Augustine’s School, she 
fits inher weaving whenever she can —‘‘ten 
minutes here, half an hour there, and then I 
get interrupted 

But if I don’t weave for a week,”’ she 
idds I get itchv'!

t. tis tedious I worked all aftern 
set this up,’’ she says, glancing down at the 
loom. After deciding how many yards she 
will make (in this case, three and one-half 
she measures her yarn and then winds it 
onto the loom 

Each strand of yarn must be threaded 
through its own ‘‘harness,’’ and the tension 
must be kept even. Then Karen is ready to 
begin weaving, ‘‘the fun part.’ 


She raises the treadle off the floor with 
her feet to raise the threads, passes a 
‘‘shuttle’’ with one end of the yarn wrapped 
around it across the loom, pulls the ‘‘beater 
bar’? toward her to spread the warp, and 
then lowers the treadle to the floor. 


She repeats this sequence again and 
again, passing the shuttle back and forth 
across the loom. The treadling sequence 1s 
what creates the pattern; some patterns 
demand more concentration than others. 


‘I’m a slow weaver,’’ Mrs. Borden says. 
But after the hours of setting up her loom, 
she will probably finish weaving her three 
and one-half yards of cloth in just one day. 

It is turning that cloth into a finished 
product, using her other talents, that makes 
her love the craft. ‘I can combine it with 
knitting, embroidery, crochet, making 
tassles — all sorts of things.’’ She has made 
‘“‘everything’’ with her cloth: clothing, pil- 
lows, table runners, window hangings, wall 
hangings, handbags, even hand puppets. 

Examples of her finished work include a 
blue tunic with a green border trim, done in 
a Satin weave; a Suit in a beautiful blue and 
green houndstooth check with knitted trim; 
a jacket in a nubby, off-white weave 

She works in cotton, wool and rayon, and 
aims for a ‘‘hand-crafted — but not home- 
made’’ look. Ali of her work is finished 
down to the finest detail — suits are fully 
lined, handbags close neatly with a strip of 
velcro. ‘‘I like to finish things,’ Mrs. Bor- 
den notes. ‘It makes sense to me to finish 
something properly.’’ 

Although she has sold her work at Crafts- 
in-the-Park in Andover, at North Andover’s 
Sheep Shearing Fair, and at a number of 
other fairs, she says, “I don’t consider 
myself a business.’ 


Occasional selling is ‘‘not very important 
to me, but almost necessary,’’ she explains 
‘It is an expensive hobby — yarn is not 
cheap — and sometimes you have to sell 
just to keep yourself going.’’ She buys her 
yarn by the pound from a supplier in the 
“tiny town’’ of Harrisville, N.H 

And as an enthusiastic weaver, eager to 
try every new technique she hears of, Mrs 
sorden sometimes finds herself with 
surplus of items, boxes-full of things, and 
wondering, where do I put them all? 


But it may yet become a full-fledged 
areer for her in future years, she says. Her 
business background includes seven years 
as a page make-up artist for Addison-Wes 
ley Publishing in Reading before her chil- 
dren were born, three of them as a 
jepartment head: and work as a freelance 
ake decorator when her children were 


Small. ‘‘I can’t sit still I had to do some- 


she still decorates an occasional wedding 
Cake, gardens in the summertime, and 
weaves all winter. She subscribes to three 
Weaving magazines, attends a monthly 
workshop as a member of the Boston Weav- 
ers Guild, and haunts libraries for new 
ideas and patterns (designing patterns, she 
admits, is ‘‘one thing I’m not too good at’’)

She's been saying it for years.

Sue Luby, of Sue Luby’ S Yoga and 
Body Control Center in Andover. has 
developed a unique, therapeutic tech- 
nique called Yoga/Therapy, which 
combines traditional Yoga exercises 
with an analytical evaluation of each 
Student’s body. 

Now Sue Luby is putting her talent 
and knowledge to work to help chil- 
dren with scoliosis, or curvature of 
the spine.

Scoliosis is a side to side curvature 
of the spine which comes in two 
forms: kyphosis, or rounded shoul- 
ders and slouching; and lordosis, or 
swayback and pop-belly. 

Scoliosis often occurs when chil- 
dren grow quickly, and muscles are 
not strong enough. Poor posture and 
sitting habits feed into the problem. 

‘‘People feel relieved that the doc- 
tor says don’t worry about it,’’ Sue 
says. 

But what can happen, according to 
the body control teacher, is that six 
months later the child gets worse and 
ends up wearing a full body brace. 
That can be unnerving to a teenager 
and must be worn 23 hours per day 

She can help and hopefully prevent 
a child from needing a brace. 

She teaches her students sleeping 
and sitting habits, correct posture, 
including alignment of feet and

knees, and stretching exercises to 
balance and build muscle tone around 
the spine. 

“Tt lines it up,’’ she says. 

Total body alignment is the key. 
First a student is brought to a mirror 
and asked to stand sideways. A verti- 
cal string shows how the body should 
line up straight, with ankles, knees, 
hips, shoulders and ears lining up. 

“T look at the whole body,”’ Sue 
explains. 

Your body weight should not lean 
forward to the front of your feet. The 
feet should not roll in or out. When 
bedy alignment is attained, you feel 
balanced. 

It may feel a little strange at first, 
but the body is not straining. With 
proper exercise and a new awareness 
of the body, it will “look for the right 
way’’ naturally and will feel best this 
way, she says. 

Proper breathing is another thing 
Sue Luby teaches 


“Nobody knows how to breathe 
right,’’ she says. 

The nose and mouth are just passa- 
geways, Sue notes, and breathing 
should take place at the back of the 
throat. This better utilizes the dia- 
phragm and further helps to align 
your body. 

It also helps to relieve stress and 
tension. 

“You can’t be nervous and tense 
taking long, slow breaths,’’ she ex- 
plains. ‘“You come over much more 
confident. You're in control.” 

Sue says Andover has a ‘‘very good 
(scoliosis) screening clinic’’ for chil- 
dren in grades five through nine. She 
stresses that something can indeed be 
done for scoliosis. 

Sue Luby has been teaching Hatha 
Yoga and other systems of body 
awareness for nineteen years.

School Board Hears Reports 


The school committee this week listened 
to an overview of the planned Substance 
Abuse Program, commented on the evalua- 
tions of Assistant Schools Superintendent 
Dr. Charles Mitsakos and Business Man- 
ager Frank Paul, and heard commentary on 
the traditional/contemporary program 
from the Concerned Parents for Andover 
Education. 

Here are the highlights: 

SUBSTANCE ABUSE: 

Brenda O’Brien, health education re- 
source teacher, informed the committee of 
the progress of the 34-member Substance 
Abuse Steering Committee, which she di- 
rects. 

The two goals of her committee are to 
develop a comprehensive plan for a sub- 
stance (drug and alcohol) use and abuse 
program for the community, and to gain 
outside financial support for the program. 

The school committee has already given 
approval to allow vendors to submit propo- 
sals for a program stressing awareness, 
prevention, early identification, interven- 
tion, treatment and follow-up.

Guido Hauled To 
International Fame

Guido the green monkey, with the help of 
young Jon Yezerski of Park Street, did it 
for Pat Keck last Saturday: They made her 
the International Champion of Sculpture 
Racing. 

Fourteen-year-old Yezerski raced And- 
over sculptor Keck’s wooden sculpture on 
wheels, Guido, through the streets of Cam- 
bridge in the world’s first Sculpture Race, 
part of the annual Cambridge River Festi- 
val 

To the artist’s surprise, Guido and friend 
crossed the finish line well ahead of the 
pack, taking first place handily. The runner 
was awarded an oversized medal, while 
Keck was honored with a hand-made tro- 
phy 

Jon's mother, Katherine Yezersk 
that Guido was “‘built for speed.”’ 

Keck, 25, sculpted him out of wood espe- 
cially for the race, working on the piece 
during March and April in her studio at 
home on Harold Parker Road. Besides his 
green hue, the monkey sports a fierce gri- 
mace, jingle-bell trim and a set of bicycle 
wheels, on which he sits on all-fours. 

‘At first I wasn’t thinking about making 
one that would win at all,’’ Pat explains 
But the longer she worked on the piece, 
‘the more and more | wanted to make one 
that could win.’’ Guido’s chances started to 
look good when an engineer friend sug- 
gested she use bicycle wheels, ‘and it 
evolved from there.”’

the race date rolled around. First, Howard 
Yezerski of the Andover Gallery of Fine 
Arts, who was supposed to race her sculp- 
ture, pulled a muscle in his calf and was 
unable to run. 

Jon stepped in, but he is ‘‘fairly small,” 
Keck says, and hadn’t had much chance to 
practice pulling Guido, who weighs about 75 
pounds. (‘‘Jon doesn’t look like he weighs 
much more than that himself,’’ she notes. ) 
And many of the 40 other sculptures at the 
Starting line looked like they were much 
lighter. At that point, the artist decided 
there was ‘‘no way” her green monkey 
could win 

But Howard's injury may have been ‘‘a 
blessing in disguise for the race, if not 
Howard Katherine Yezerski points out 
Jon, an eighth-grader, is on the East Junior 
High track team, and was probably better 
prepared to run than his father 

Jon ran the 1.1-mile course in six min- 
utes, 48 seconds, with Guido in tow — even 
though he got lost and was cut off by cars 
more than once as he ran through Cam 
bridge 

The race started on Memorial Drive be- 
tween the Weeks Memorial Bridge and 
Boylston Street, then looped up DeWolfe 
Street to Massachusetts Avenue and back to

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Long-Range Planning 
Spares Andover From 
Water Problems 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


A number of Merrimack Valley commu- 
nities may be in for serious water problems 
during the years ahead — but Andover is 
not among them, thanks to the ‘‘long-range 
thinking and planning ahead”’ of town offi- 
Cials years ago. , 

The Merrimack Valley Planning Com- 
mission recently completed an analysis of 
the water resources of 15 communities in 
the valley, MVPC consultant Richard Glad- 
stone reported to the Planning Board last 
week. 

While many of those communities are in 
‘serious trouble,’’ Gladstone said, Andover 
has ‘‘a good, safe abundance of water, for 
now and the foreseeable future.”’ 

Some of the town’s closest neighbors — 
Lawrence, Methuen and North Andover — 
also have ‘‘no problems,’’ Gladstone noted. 
For that he credited the ‘‘forethought’’ of 
town officials, who made ‘‘long-range 
thinking and planning ahead’’ for adequate 
water supplies a top priority some 25 years 
ago 

According to the MVPC report, Andover 
developed a long-range water supply pro- 
gram in 1958, and implemented it by 1974. 
The water treatment plant at Haggett’s 
Pond is a key part of that program: it 
insures an adequate supply of high-quality 
water to meet future needs, Gladstone ex- 
plained. 

The town’s water supply serves 95 per- 
cent of Andover’s population of 27,400, 
according to the report. The demand for 
water on an average day is 4.1 million 
gallons; with continued growth projected, 
the MVPC expects average day demand to 
increase to 6.3 million gallons by 1990. 

The current maximum demand per day is

Water from Haggett’s Pond, Fish Brook 
and, to a lesser extent, the Merrimack 
River, supplies Andover with more than 10 
million gallons per day — well over the 12 
million gallon maximum day demand pro 
jected for 1990, according to the MVP‘ 
report 

One aim of the report, Gladstone said 
was to assess the potential for exchanging 
water among communities in the region 
during water emergencies 

Andover has emergency connections witt 
Lawrence and North Andover within the 
region; outside the region, with North 
Reading and Tewksbury. The town has sup- 
plied water to those two communities in the 
past 

The Merrimack Valley towns that can 
expect ‘‘major’’ water problems in the near 
future, Gladstone indicated, are Salisbury. 
Merrimac, Georgetown, Rowley and Grov- 
eland. Most of those communities already 
place restrictions on water use during the 
summer morths as a matter of routine, he 
noted. 

The other communities described in the 
water resource analysis are Amesbury, 
Boxford, Haverhill, Newbury, Newbury- 
port, and West Newbury 


Most of the communities in the region are 
now taking steps to improve their water 
resources or to find new ones, the report 
concludes: ‘‘The general public is becoming 
increasingly aware that the region's wa‘er 
supplies are finite resources that must pe 
protected and conserved.”

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Editorial Comment 


A Question Of Timing 


The current furore within the school depart- 
ment about the many items pertaining to budget- 
ary considerations seems to be an exercise of too 
much oratory too late. 

Among the topics being debated within and 
outside the school department are such things as 
whether there is an overabundance of administra- 
tors, will the traditional program be continued, 
has there been too much money spent on altering 
the Shawsheen school into administrative offices, 
and what to do with this year’s budget surplus. 

While all of these issues may well have debata- 
ble points and worthy of school administration 
consideration, it seems that the hour is long past 
when such discussion will prove beneficial. 

The budget process this year was long and 
arduous for the school committee. 

Beginning last winter, the school administra- 
tion placed before the school committee its pro- 
posed educational costs for the coming year. 

Later the effort become a double process when 
the schools had to consider their total budget in 
light of what the electorate would do in deciding 
about overriding Proposition 2% and excluding 
school construction costs from the educational 
budget. 

The optional budgets were developed by princi- 
pals, advisors, program directors, etc., all ad- 
vised ahead of time that they must develop their 
financial needs in the reality of being told on 
election day that only so much money would be 
available. 

The budget building process was open to public 
scrutiny and discussion at all steps along the way. 

Ultimately, with the voters telling the school 
department to cut costs and keep the construction 


expense within its 1 the school committee 
came up with a $12.9 figure for town meeting to 


approve. 

Within that figure were the realities of what 
was to happen in the coming school year- - -the 
potential for teacher layoffs, other staff de- 
creases and program reductions. 

Why then, is there now such a concerned effort 
aimed at administrators and programs? 

The traditional school program has been guar- 
anteed for at least another year, with a study to 
be made in the meantime to determine if it can be 
continued any further, based on a thorough eval- 
uation 

Staff reductions will be made. 

Some programs will be dropped. 

User fees will be instituted to maintain others. 

What is basically happening, is the school de- 
partment is adhering to the will of the people who 
went to the polls on election day and said in 
rather convincing fashion, ‘‘cut costs.’’ 

It is a point which is not debatable, particularly 
after the budget process has been completed and 
plans formulated according to the funds provided.

Too Many 


Administrators? 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

After reading the letters from a school teacher 
(Mr. Grasso) and a former school committeman 
(Mr. Eaton) about the schools, I feel it appropriate 
that a former business manager add to the ‘‘Sound 
and Fury.”’ Mr. Eaton used the expression ‘‘stone 
walling.’’ I will use the expression “cheap shot.”’ A 
“cheap shot”’ is a sports term, such as in football, 
referring to an unnecessary hit after the whistle 
has blown or an area which has no relationship to 
the play. Mr. Eaton is guilty of the first type of 
cheap shot, Mr. Grasso, the second. Let's outline 
some facts 

1. Administrators—in almost all organizations, 
including school, administrators usually save their 
System somewhere between three and 20 times 
their salary through specialization, organization 
and concentration of efforts. Maybe we have too 
few administrators 

2. Administrator Count—The number of adminis- 
trators per pupil has not gone up. In fact, it has 
gone down slightly ‘ 

3. Budget Process—A very equjtable process 
including input from all facets of school personnel 
initiates the budget process. The components are 
consolidated by the school administrators as a 
proposed budget which is reviewed by the school 
committee and the finance committee. A public 
discussion then takes place, during which the pub- 
lic, including school committee members and tea- 
chers, 1S encouraged to speak out 

4. The final budget is a School Committee Budget. 
They are the only ones empowered to make a 
budget 

The whistle has already blown on Mr. Eaton’s 
budget; he helped make it; he is one of those 
responsible for it. For him to speak out now in such 
a fashion is an admission of his own ineptness, not 
the school system’s. As with most ‘cheap shots’’ it 
reflects on his personal frustration, which while 
lamentable, does not enlighten us. 
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our representative. In that area he will be involved 
with a great number of issues, non of them directly 
involving the making of the Andover School Budget, 
a local, not a state process. He does himself a dis- 
service by trying to draw attention to himself in 
this fashion, ‘‘Making a hit away from the play.” 
Voters must now ask themselves, ‘‘Does he have 
the scope and stature to represent us if he does not 
even understand which issues pertain to the job for 
which he is running?’’ If he had a plan about the 
school budget, he well knew the time and place and 
forum to express it. His present action is obviously 
a ‘‘cheap shot.” 

Conclusion—Cheap shots do nothing for sports 
and they do nothing for local Andover issues. The 
political process has taken place by which the 
budget was set. Within our schools we are unhappi- 
ly forced to ask all our school personnel, teachers, 
administrators, custodians to try to do more with 
less. This can be achieved through a spirit of appre- 
ciation, understanding and support from all of us in 
town. ‘Cheap shots’’ do not engender such a spirit.

Report to the voters was this motto ‘‘The Noblest 
Motive is the Public Good.”’ A copy was sent into 
the home of all Andover voters.

Employee Military Service Pay.”’ 

The subject was stated to be that should town 
meeting adopt this article then town employees 
who are also members of the ‘‘armed forces of the 
commonwealth’ (National Guard) shall be entitled 
to receive up to 17 days pay annually, while also 
being employed by the commonwealth at an aver- 
age pay of, say $175 a week plus room, board and 
substantial fringe benefits. 

The office of selectmen volunteered that the town 
had always made regular employment pay to mem- 
bers of the National Guard while being paid by the 
Commonwealth. This statement was then contra- 
dicted by another high official. He stated that no 
employee had ever received what amounts to dou- 
ble pay. (Though working only one job.) 

But the fact is that town meeting, at the behest of 
the town’s officials, adopted the means for impos- 
ing this added expense to government. It’s unlikely 
that employees in their collective bargaining de- 
mands will overlook this new privilege 

All of the above is more evidence that the purpose 
of 2% still eludes town hall. 

2% did not call for the reduction of government 
services. It requires a reduction in the cost of 
providing those services. 

Here then is another example, and they abound, 
of town meeting being put upon by both the office of 
selectmen and the finance committee. Both uncon- 
ditionally advocated another unjustified, costly and 
permanent expense upon the voters for providing 
government. It is clear that both elected and ap- 
pointed officials have yet to correctly respond to 
the voters’ request that they reduce service costs; 
not increase them. Flag-wrapped articles are no 
exception. , 

Anyhow, it would be interesting to have an article 
in each town warrant which asks town meeting to 
devote say not less than an hour and a half have 
repeated what officials said at the previous annual 
meeting. Tape recordings could be played for those 
who cannot recall. Discussion could be allowed.

WASHINGTON -- Last 
week, President Reagan 
informed the presg that he 
had seen nothing which had 
“reduced” his confidence in 
Labor Secretary Raymond 
Donovan, who is under 
investigation by a — 
prosecutor and the Senate 
Labor Committee for 
alleged mob connections and 
payoffs to union officials. 

For more than a year 
now, we've been reporting 
on the serious charges 
against Donovan. His chief 
accuser has been Mario 
Montuoro. 

Montuoro was a labor- 
union reformer. He recently 
became a millionaire, 
thanks to the New York 
State lottery, but he still 
wants to reform his union 
local. And he still sticks by 
his story that Donovan was 
present at a 1977 luncheon 
when a $2,000 payoff to a 
union official was made by 
an executive of Donovan’s 
construction company. 

This is a classic confron- 
tation along the lines of the 
Hiss-Chambers battle some 
35 years ago. Like Montu- 
oro, Whittaker Chambers 
was an obscure man with a 
mission. Like Donovan, 
Alger Hiss was a prominent 
person of apparently impec- 
cable respectability. 

But like Hiss, Donovan 
has denied any wrongdoing 
He insists he wasn’t at the 
payoff luncheon. He claims 
he’s never even been to the

Obviously, one of the two 
is lying. 

Unfortunately for Dono- 
van, Montuoro’s accusation 
can't be lightly dismissed. 
Previous testimony by Mon- 
tuoro has proved reliable; he 
helped to convict a labor- 
union official of tax evasion 
just last year. 

And now we've located 
another union man who 
lends credence to Montu- 
oro’s story.

view at the end of a year to decide whether 
to implement it throughout the entire 
school system. 

Otherwise, she said, the matter might 
become an “‘elitist’’ issue. 

It all started when Dr. McGrail began 
explaining the opening of the Doherty 
School. He said grade structure in Andover 
schools probably should be k-5 (elemen- 
tary), 6-8 (middle) and 9-12 (high school), 
but that such reorganization would not be 
possible for many years until more room 
was available at the high school. 

Schoolman Donald Robb asked what were 
the differences between the middle school 
and junior high school approach to educa- 
tion. 

Administrators explained that emphasis 
is placed more on how you learn rather than 
what you learn — that the person is more 
important than the curriculum, that a teen 
with a positive outlook about himself can 
learn better. 


Assistant Schools Superintendent Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos noted that all staff devel- 
opment activities have involved both junior 
high schools, and he said there would be 
“consistency of service.” 

“T don’t see it as necessarily being an 
elitist sort of thing,’’ said Robb, noting that 
the teaching concepts could be integrated 
intothe entire school system 

Michael Giammusso explained that not 
all of the ideas might be introduced into 
both junior highs at the same time, but that 
the ‘‘opportunityto be innovative’ should 
not be passed up. 

McGrail said both schools would operate 
under the same philosophy, and he said he 
was surprised at the discussion that eve- 
ning. He explained that he wanted to 
‘‘share’’ the excitement of opening the new 
school. 

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert also stressed that the point of the eve- 
ning was to focus on a major town 
investment (the Doherty) and what would 
be going on inside the school. 

“It is an exciting time,’’ Robb added. 

“IT don’t want the issue to get clouded,”’ 
said Giammusso.
